Misfortunes, I not being able to keep a 


Light; but the Saucer that contains it, 
is jumbled about and broke: and, if 
God of his Infinite Goodneſs does not 


help me, I muſt inevitably periſh.

Before I got there, I was almoſt tamiſh'd 
with Thirft, and my Skin bliſter'd with 

the violent Heat of the Sun. f 
The 29th June, I went upon the Hills, 
and to no purpoſe looked out for Ships; - 
and afterwards walking on the Strand, 
I diſcover'd a piece of Wood ſticking Þ% 
in the Strand, which I at firſt took for Aa 
20 Tree, 
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Tree, but when I came to it I found it 
was a Croſs. Iembraced it in my Arms, 
and prayed to God Almighty to deliver 
me: I believe there was a Man buried 
there from ſome Ship. I return'd with 
much trouble to my Cave in the Rock, 
and coming down a Hill, my Feet were 
fo fore with the Rocks, that I thought 
JT ſhou'd have broke my Neck. When 
I got home I repoſed my ſelf a little, 
and then walked out again, and found 
Za piece of broken Glaſs Bottle. After-

The 2d Ditto, I offer'd up my Prayers 
to Gad to deliver me, and that he would 
preſerve me, as he had aforetime done, 
| Moſes and the Children of JTſrael, by 
| Cauſing Water to flow out of a Rock. 
But that none of my own Endeayours 
might be wanting, I went to make a 
diligent Search, and in the way ſaw a 
matter of fifty Goats upon a Hill, and 

afterwards about twenty or thirty more. 
J purſu'd them with the utmoſt of my A- 
bility, but they were far too ſwift for me, 
and I looked carefully where they were 
for Water, believing that there might 
be ſome there; and I found a deep Pit, 
being five or {ix Fathom to the Bottom, 
which J deſcended, but it was quite 
dry. I ſuppoſe in the Rains there is 
Water here, by the Goats coming, to it 
now. 

The zd Ditto, I pray*d earneſtly, and 
afterwards went to look for Water. It's 
a great Wonder to me how the Goats 
do to live in the dry Seaſons, ſeeing that 
Water is fo ſcarce now. I ſhould have 
been famiſhed before this time, had it 

not 
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not been for a reſerve of about a Gallon 
of Water which I had before put up, 
thinking not to expend it till che laſt 
Neceſſity; but now was forced to drink 
of it to aſſuage my extreme Thirſt. I 
afterwards went to the Strand, but dif- 
cover'd nothing of ſervice to me. Then 
walked to the Country a different way 
from any I had been yet; and upon a 
Hill ſaw, I am ſure, at leaſt three or 
four hundred Goats great and ſmall, 
which I run after, but they were too 
nimble for me. It's ſurpriſing to me, 
ſeeing that there are ſo many Goats upon 
the Iſland, that I ſhou'd diſcover none 
before: but I believe they ſculk in the 
Rocks, and when the Water is dry'd 
up, they come abroad for more. I found 
two Gallons of Water in a place of a 
=O” | ed 
July the 4th, I moved my Things 
from rhe Cave, and went to another 
part of the Iſland to ſettle my Abode, 
being ſure that there was no Water 
on this ſide of the Iſland. I prayed to 
God, and then ſearched for Water, but 
to no purpoſe. ” 
The 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th, I delayed 
no time to look for Water, unleſs when 
I prayed. IL | 
The gth Ditto, As I walked upon the 
Strand, I heard again a very diſmal 
| D 2 Noiſe 
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Noiſe of Curſing and Swearing in my 
own Language. During the time of 
this Noiſe, I never in all my Life ſaw 
ſo many Fowls together, they looking 
like a Cloud, and intercepting between 
me and the Sky deprived me of ſome 
of its Light. 5 
The roth, I went upon a very ſteep . 
Hill to look for Shipping, but ſee none. 
Upon the Hill, I found a piece of Wood 
which I brought down along with me 
to prop up my new Habitation; and 
coming down again, found another piece, 
which I brought down likewiſe, 
The 11th Ditto, I carried all the 
Wood from my Tent into the Country, 
and likewiſe ſome of my Clothes. 
The 12th Ditto, Nothing Remark- 
able. The 13, 14, 15th, Look'd for 
Water, but Gd none. The 16th 
Ditto, Found ſome Fowls Eggs, which 
I brought home and eat; us'd my Wa- 
ter very ſparingly. The 17th, Nothing. 
The 18th, As before. The 19th, No- 
thing Remarkable. The 2oth, Nothing 
worthy of Note. The 21ſt, Having no 
Hopes of any thing but periſhing, I 
committed my Soul ro God, praying 
that he will have mercy on it. Have 
now very little Hopes of Shipping : I 
boiPd fome Rice and Eggs.

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The 22d, 23d, 24th, 25th, 26th, 27th; "oa 


28th, 29th, zoth and 31ſt of Fu/y, My 


Heart is ſo full, that my Pen can't utter 


it. I now and then find a little Water 
which the Goats have left me: I always 
ſcoop it up to the laſt Drop, and uſe it 
very ſparingly. 
I) be 1ſt, 2dand 3dof Auguſt, Walked 

out with my Bucket in my Hand, and 
found a very little Water, which I 
brought heme. 


The 4th Ditto, I found ſome Water | 


in a hollow place of a Rock, and rowPd 


my Cask there, and ſcoop'd it all out 
as clean as I could: this rejoiced me 


very much, I then walked along the 
Strand, and found a piece of a broken 
_ Oar, Afterwards found three or. four 
ſhort thick pieces of Wood like Billets, 
and a little farther ſaw ſomewhat like 


_ 


a Houſe, and having before heard that 


the Portugueſe tormerly inhabited this 
Iſland, made me go to it, to ſee what 
it was; but found it only a white hol- 
low Rock, and in the Concavity there 
Were ſome Nails and broken Glaſs Bot- 
tles. This was of very little uſe to me, 
fo took up my Bundle of Wood and 

marched home. * 1 
The 5th Ditto, Nothing Remarkable. 
The 6th Ditto, went to my Tent on 
the Beach, and ſaw three or four of the 
| Peas 
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Peas and Calivances which I before ſet 


in the Ground were come up: which was 
at firſt a great Satisfaction to me, but 
when I look'd nearer, found that the 


Vermin had eat all the reſt, which ſoon 
pall'd my former Joy. I return God 
Almighty my hearty Thanks that he 
has thus long preſerved me, 

The 7th Ditto, Theſe three Months 
there has not been above half an Hour's 


Rain upon the Iſland, and I can't find 


a Drop of Water more upon the whole 
Iſland than what is now in my Cask : 


and if God Almighty of his great Good. 


neſs does not fend Rain to repleniſh my 
ſmall Stock, I muſt inevitably periſh. © 
The 8th, th and 1oth Ditto, ſearched 
carefully, but found no Water. Have 
employ'd my ſelf in praying and inter- 
ceding with God to have mercy on my 
Soul. 7 „„ 15 
The rith Ditto, Went to my Tent on 
the Strand, and again heard ſuch'a ter- 


rible Noiſe as tho' there had been a 


hundred Copper Smiths at Work. I was 
reſolved to go upon the Hill to ſee if I 
could diſcover any Thing; and ſaw a 
Cloud of Birds, which I believe made 
the Noiſe that juſt now ſurpriz'd me. 


It was a great Satisfaction to me, only 


to think I was fo deceived. 
The 
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The 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th and 
17th, Went about every part of the 
Iſland to look for Water; but to my 
great Concern found none; and I gauged 
my Cask that I had, and found there was 
not above (ix Gallons remaining, which 
made me boil nothing, and drink very 
ſparingly. RL 

The 18th and 19th Ditto, Could find 
no Water,and was out late on my Search, 
ſo that the Sun ſer when I was on the 
_ contrary ſide of the Iſland from my Cave, 
and could not find my way home; ſo was 


forced to ſleep between two Rocks, and 


there was ſuch a quantity of Rats there, 


that I thought they would have eat me: 


I wiſh'd twenty times that T was on the 
Sand on the Beach. N 

The 2oth Ditto, Not a Drop of Wa- 
ter to be found. I pray'd to God that 
he wou'd ſend Rain, and Itook my Spade 
and dug a Well two Fathom deep, bur 
to no purpoſe. I then looked up to the 
Heavens all round me, to ſee if I could 
ſee the Sky overcaſt, that might give me 
ſome Hopes of Rain; bur all, to my Sor- 
row, was very clear. 

The 21ſt Ditto, Went rambling about 
the Ifland with my Scoop with me to 
look for Water, but could nor find the 
leaſt Drop, and my Water almoſt gone 
at home; and was fo prodigious. dry, 

2 that 
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that I was forced to make water in my 
Scoop and drink it, thinking it was bet. 
ter than Salt Water, being ſo extreme 
thirſty, that my Lips were glew'd to- 
gether. | : Midas 
The 22d, After my Prayers went a- 
ain to look for Water, and on the 
Strand I found a Turtle which I kill'd and 
drank near a Gallon of his Blood. TI. 
took ſome of its Eggs and Fat, and fry'd 
them. Its Blood and my own Water did 
not contribute much to abating of my 
y Thirſt: for all I had drank near a Gallon 
of the Turtle's Blood, was forced again 
to drink my own Water. 5 
The 23d, No Hopes of finding any - 
Water, and I took ſome of the Blood of 
the Turtle which I kill'd yeſterday after 
it had ſettled all Night, and my own 
Water together, and boiPd with ſome 
Tea in it. It was ſomewhat better than 
raw Blood: At four in the Afternoon 
all the freſh Water that J had left in the 
World I put in my Tea-Kettle, to bring 
it down to my Tent : ſhall be forced to 
live there now, to be near the Turtles, 
having nothing elſe to ſubſiſt on. But 
was taken fo violently with the Flux, 
drinking the Turtle Blood, that I could 
not walk three Steps. I can't ſay bur T 
was glad of it, hoping that it will put an 
end to my Miſery and Days at _ 
it 
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With a great deal of Trouble I got to 

my Tent by dark. | 

The 24th, I was ſtill much troubled. 
with the Flux, but was forced to bottle 
ſome Tea of the former Ingredients. 

The 25th, I was fo dry and flick toge- 
ther, that [drank my very laſt Water, be- 
ing but a Pint. Afterwards I weat to look 
for Fowls Eggs, to ſee it they would 
quench my extreme Thirſt. 

The 26th and 27th, I thought of little 
elſe bur Death, and prayed earneſtly for 
an admittance to Heaven. The Fowls 
Eggs had no Effect, ſo was forced again 
to boil Tea of my Urine and ſettled Blood, 
there being plent vi Turtles on the Iſland. 

The 28th, At three in the Morning 
went out to catch a Turtle, and found 
one, which I kill'd with my Hatchet, and 
filFd a Bucket with his Blood: he had 
like wiſe a great deal of Water in his Blad- 
der, which I drank all out, and was much 
better than his Blood ; but it ſoon roſe in 
my Stomach, and Icaſt it up again. Icut 
off ſome of its Fleſh, and carried it to my 
Tent. Afterwards being very dry, L 
boil'd ſome Tea; but my Stomach being 
weak, it required ſomewhar more Nou- 
riſhing ; and this was very bitter, and L 
ſoon brought it up again. I boiPd ſome 
more, and let it ſtand. 
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The 29th, I could not ſleep all Night, 
being ſo dry, and my Head gros dizzy, 
that I thought I ſhould have run mad. I 
went again and ſearchcd in all rhe Pits, 
but found them dry; the deepeſt of them, 
I dug ſeven Foot deeper, but at laſt found 


no moiſture, 


The 3oth, I pray'd very carneſtly moſt 
part of the Day, and then laid down in 
my Tent, and wiſh'd that it would rain, 
or that I ſhould die before I roſe. In the 
Aitcernoon got out of my Tent, but was 


ſo weak that I could not walk. I was 


forced to take ſome of the Eggs of the 
Turtle that I kill'd two days paſt, not 
finding one now, and eat of them. The 
Fleſh ſtunk, but the Eggs did not: my 
Head was ſwell'd, and ſo dizzy, that I 
knew not what I did. But I was in ſuch 


- agony with Thirſt, that it's impoſſible 


for any body to expreſs it. I could not 

ſee any Turtles, fo caught five Boobys, 

and drank the Blood of them. : 
Auguſt the 3ſt, I was walking, or, 


more properly ſpeaking, crawling on the 


Sand, for I could not walk three Steps 
together. I ſaw a living Turtle. I was 
not able to carry my Bucket, but cut 
off his Head with my Razor, and lay 
all along and ſucked his Blood as it run 
out; and afterwards got my Hand into 
him, and got out we Bladder, which I 

car- 
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carry'd home with me, and put the Water 
out into my*Kettle, Afterwards I took 
my Hatchet, and went to cut him up, 
to get its Eggs; and in cutting the Shell 
broke the Helve of it. This was ſtill an 
Addition to my Misfortunes, but I gor 
out ſome of its Eggs, and carried them 
home, and fry'd them, and afterwards 
drank ſome boil'd Piſs mixed with Tea; 
which, tho it was ſo very nauſeous, re- 
vived me much. I made a Virtue of 
Neceſſity, and in my deplorable Condi- 

tion thought it good. Ne 

September the 1 ſt, I kill'd another Tur- 
tle, but never es any poor Creature ſo 


mangled, having broke my Hatchet, and 


raking among his Entrails, broke the 
Gall; which made the Blood ſo bitter, 
that after I had baiPd it, I could hardly 
drink it, but was forced to get it down, 
{ thought of nothing but the other World, 
and foon brought up again what I had 
before drank ; and was ſo extreme dry, 
that I drank a quart of Salt Water, but 
could not contain it. I was fo very ill 
after it, that I expected immediate death, 
and prepared my ſelf in the beſt manner 
I could for it; and I hope the Lord will 
have mercy on my Soul. After it was 
dark, I ſaw a Turtle crawling towards 
my Tent, which I kill'd, and drank a bout 
two Quarts of his Blood; all the reſt that
